This 
was mainly through the efforts of Frederic 
Thompson and Skip Dundy, who had obtained 
a concession for their Trip to the Moon, 80 
successful at the Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo. A quarrel arising was the beginning 
of the pique on the part of Thompson and Dundy 
that resulted in the construction of the famous 
luna Park at Coney Island, N. Y 

With Thompson and Durdy, for the first time. 
began a systematic publicity campaign, result-

managers over Mr. Tilyou. 

About the next in the line of managers who 
followed the example set by Thompson ant 
Dundy, in the matter of advanced publicity, was 
the late Col. John Hopkins, who applied the 
sy8tem to his St. Louis, louisville and Memphi- 
parks with gratifying success.

New York, was the first real spot of outdoor 
amusement operated on any large scale, and 
that all the numerous resorts of a similar pur 
pose, to amuse and offer recreation, have fol 
lewed the plans and ideas formulated and exe 
cuted by the original managers of America’s 
greatest playground. It is true that long before 
the magnificent Luna, Dreamiand and Steeple- 
chase parks were constructed, the picnic grounds 
(as parks then were commonly called) scattered 


over the continent, had merry-go-rounds, dance 
pavilions and bowling alleys, but it was Coney 
Island that first introduced the wonderful and 
ingenious pleasure devices and spectacular shows 
that are now common in all the leading summer 
parks. The merry-go-round, roller coaster and 
miniature railroad were the first pleasure in- 
ventions employed. These were followed in 
rapid succession by large, safer and more ex- 
citing contrivances, of which the following are 
a few: Circle swing, loop-the-loop, automobile 
track, figure eight, an evolution of the roller 
coaster; underground railways, mystic palaces, 
chamber of horrors, crystal mazes, shooting gal- 
leries, penny arcades, tickler, and a vast num- 
ber, very much the same as these, the names of 
which I can not recall at present. I have men- 
tioned those which are popular not only in the 
metropolitan cities but tn the smaller towns as 
well. Primitive concessions, such as the Ferris 
wheel, carousal and shoot-the-chutes, may not 
have lost their popularity entirely, but it is 
certain the more elaborate and highly exciting 
rides are more handsomely patronized. 

The ingenuity of the engineer has been se- 
verely taxed since the advent of the summer 
perk. His pleasure rides must not only be so 
constructed as to allow the highest possible 
speed to be attained, but they must also be per- 
fectly safe. Some of the coasters (with a va- 
riety of names) are operated at a speed never 
attained by a runaway locomotive or racing 
auto. 

Perhaps the most daring of these rides was 
“The Dip,’’ a coaster not unlike the regular 
scenic railroad, and somewhat similar to the 
figure eight in construction. The Dip is un- 
doubtedly the most venturesome of any coasier 
designed. The car, seating four persons, was 
drawn to the top of a declivity, the most pre- 
cipitous, I, for one, have ever descended.

As the seasons come and go, numerous new’ 


| inventions are installed, each an improvement 
| over any that have been in previous use. We 
| wonder what the next device will be that will 
| supercede others in popularity? 
| Electricity plays a prominent part in the 
| summer amusement park. Without it the highly 
| efficient methods now in use would be practically 
| impossible. Each device has its individual elec- 
| trical machine, while the myriad incandescents 
' covering every building on the ground, when 
lighted at night. make the park as light as day, 
and greatly enhance the beauty of the resort. 
The larger parks have their own power stations, 
thereby minimizing the cost, and at the same 
time increasing the power. 

Resorts that have a lake or lagoon in con- 
nection, enjoy a vast degree of popularity. In 
the cities it is practically impossible to have 
a lake, but suburban parks can either be built 
around a natural lake, or an artificial one can 
be arranged. Aquatic sports are enjoyed by nu- 
merous people, who visit the summer parks with 
no other purpose than to bathe, fish or row. 
Many of the Northern and Middle Western parks 
circle beautiful natural expanses of water. The 
Lagoon, situated on the Kentucky side of the 
Ohio river, just opposite Cincinnati, has one 
of the finest natural lakes in the Middle West. 
Covering several acres and surrounded by mag- 
nificent foliage, cu4is resort enjoys a patronage 
that might be euvied by the larger American 
parks. The club house is built close to the 
lake, and no matter how sultry the day, a cool 
breeze is wafted from the lakes across the spa- 
cious verandas. Managers and park promoters 
contemplating the erection of a park might well 
consider the added comfort and pleasure the 
public find in parks that have lakes in connec-

With the passing of the “Wild cat’’ element 
in the park business comes a legitimate boom, 
which is actually surprising. Few persons are 
aware of the immense amount of money being 
put into high-grade attractions at the present 
tine, The boom is country wide. Coney Island. 
on the Atlantic, has more buildings under way 
than at any period in the past five ybars. Old- 
time shacks are giving way to immense riding 
devices and played-out attractions of yeSter- 
year are being swept away by the better, safer 
and more legitimate features for 1911. Even 
staid old Philadelphia is awake. At Willow 
Grove, an immense racing coaster is being reared 
skyward, and the other Quaker City Parks are 
takipg on the new things of the latest patterns. 

Across the continent on the shores of the 
Pacific, the boom has reached with increased 
energs. At Ocean Park, L. A. Thompson is 
building a Dragon's Gorge Ride, the writer is 
building the largest electric scenic railway 
west of New York, and Loolf, the Brooklyn 
merry-go-round magnate, has just completed an 
immense hippodrome, with one of his fin 
machines as its central feature. Look the 
country over, and you will find that generally 
the tone of the park business is conservative 
improvement rather than adding to the numbers 
which now exist. 

Amusement park owners and investors in the 
so-called park attractions at the beaches have 
learned a lesson, and today one must seek 
out-of-the-way places and green fields to dis 
cover the Cave of the Winds, the House of 
Trouble, and other short-lived ‘‘fakes,’’ whic! 
were inflicted on the public at the expense of 
the open air amusement business a few short 
months ago. 

The public demands high-grade riding devices, 
beautiful and well conducted ball rooms, shows 
of. quality, and attractions of real merit. Man 
afers have come quickly to this understanding 
by a careful review of their experience in 
catering to public wishes. The park-going pub- 
lic has been educated and demands quality. Six 
years ago a ‘‘walk-around’’ park show got 
money for a month or two each season. Last 
year these same shows in new fields hardly paid 
operating expenses. This season nine-tenths of 
them will be reduced to kindling wood before 
the ticket offices open. 

Within the past few weeks the writer has 
been consulted by more than a score of open 
alr amusement managers who are seeking new 
attractions for buildings which have housed 
Third Degrees, Katzenjammer Castles, Cuckoo 


Clocks and other shows of the dark passage 
and shaking platform variety. He has found 
that a great many park managers are tearing

“Templehofer Feld,’’ and has 
built a summer park imitating the Luna Park. 
It is called the Fortuna Park and has opened 
its doors since the first of April. Besides, to 
keep away all undesirable visitors, it has set 
an entrance of 10 pfg. (2 cents). A scenic rail- 
way of aboupt 200 feet long, a roller skating 
rink, called St. Moritz (Switzerland) in Berlin, 
a captive balloon, ‘‘The Zeppelin,’ the Poney 
Manege, Autodrom, etc. These are the shows 
which for a price varying between 2 and 5 
cents one can afford to see. It is an improve- 
ment on the popular, cheap Rummel, and it 
stands half way between the latter and Luna 
Park. Although the weather till now has not 
been very propitious, there has been a great af- 
fluence, and success is quite certain. This seems 
to show that Berlin is taking to the American 
kind of summer parks, and that there is

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Amusement Park Construction 


RK construction, at this day, does | 
pot need very much elaboration, 
from the fact that there are very 
few parks being built—there are 
more being torn down and aban 
doved than are being built, the lat- 
ter simply confirming the statement 
that we have often made, viz.: that so-called | 
Lupa Parks and White Cities bave been «4 
failure in every way. They have been an en 
giveering and architectural failure, and they 
uave beep a financial failure. 

The park operating today and enjoying rea 
sonable amount of patronage is the “‘reai’’ park, | 
with trees and shade and water. It ia true) 
that patronage, in a great many instances, bas) 
been somewhat reduced. even in the ‘‘real’’ | 
park. This may be due to various causes— 
competition in some other amusement line, the | 
usual American demand for “‘something new’ | 
and striking; or it may be the direct cause of 
varying times, though, even in the hardest 
times, the average working man and woman 
will spend a certain percentage of their earn- 
ings in amusement. Therefore, it is pertinent | 
at this time that we speak of the construction | 
as “bas been,’ and choose that which has been 
successful. By the word ‘‘successful,”"’ we mean 
such parks as bave continued ip operation with 
a fair amount of attendance, enough at least 
to bave supported and kept the park in opera- 
tion. 

Seventy-five per cent of the amusement parks 
in the United States are owned or controlled by 
the railway companies running to the parks; 
therefore, we may say that a park having 
maintained itself can be considered more or 
less successful on account of the fact that street 
railway companies usually look to the extra 
railway rates as compeusation for the money 
invested in the park. 

A few parks desigued and buiit on the order 
of the ‘real’ park are owned by private in- 
dividuals or companies. The success of these 
parks bas been largely due to the facilities, or 
want of facilities, for transportation, which the 
railway companies have seen fit to operate. It 
seems a peculiar fact that, in most cases, where 
parks are not owned by the street railway com- 
pany, street railways have sot considered the 


park business as sufficiently profitable to bave 
installed an extra or liberal service. Even un- 
der these conditions, this class of parks, as a 
rule, bave done business enough to keep going, 
and, in spite of the disposition of the railway 
companies, bave rendered the railway companies 
material service in increasing their earnings. 
Un the other hand, the railways today are in- 
vesting im parks for the purpose of increasing 
travel, and the investment is generally con 
sidered warranted. For this reason it would be 
well for street railway companies who do not 
own parks. but have service leading to a good 
park, to leok into the matter carefully, and 
guard that business the same aé it would any 
other. 

The park constructed witb detached or semi- 
detached buildings, with trees and water, is, 
on the whole, somewhat more expensive to 
maintain than the obsulete White City or Luna 
Park. In the latter case, it has beretofore been 
wecessary only to maintain the fronts, which 
were usually connected around the entire park. 
In the first piace, the park with detached or 
semi-detached buildings is required to paint and 
maintain the buildings with a presentable ap- 
pearance at least on all sides, the rear as well 
as the front. 


We have reached a period when amusement 
ingenuity bas been practically exhausted, and 
it is the best practice today to properly main- 
tain that which we already have. Where build- 
ings bave been erecied entirely of wood, often 
with wood foundations, when the work is being | 
renewed or replaced, it should be done in a 
somewhat permanent manner. In most parks it 
is generally as cheap to put in concrete founda- 
tions, and, in many cases concrete floors, as it 
is to renew the wooden ones. Floors and foun- 
dations once renewed in this manner will last 
for a long time. We have found the best roof- 
ing material for park buildings to be one of the 
high grade composition roofing material, it is 
the most flexible. Good roofing of this class 
will last ten years or more, can be more easily 
repaired, and the initial expense is less than 
half the cost of a good metal or shingle roof, 
and we might also add that composition roofs 
command the same fire insurance rates as metal 


roofing. Painting, we think, should be mostly as to preclude the use of any other building

It is also a lamentable fact that a great many 
park structures bave been abandoned and torn 
down, when with the application of a little in 
genulty they Gould have been changed to have 
made a new, or nearly new, amusement or 
devite. We would advise park owners, if they 
have any features which have demonstrated their 
impracticability, or have outlived their earning 
value, that some one familiar with construction 
and reconstruction of these features should be 
consulted before such features are wholly aban 
doned. 

In the wooded park there has also been a com 
mon error committed by undertaking to scatter 
the amusement features over the entire park 
area, with the idea of compelling the patrons 
to circle the whole park in order to get their 
amusement. This has been demonstrated to be 
unpopular by the fact that patrons were not will 
ing to be compelled to circle the whole park in 
order to amuse themselves, and it bas resulted 
in the features pear the business center of the 
park, or the entrance, receiving a liberal pa- 
tronage, and thereby paying for the investment 
and the isolated ones receiving such a smal! 
patronage as to be entirely unprofitable. The 
amusement features of a park should be built 
close together, the same as the business district 
in a city, so that all features are quickly acces 
sibie. This will not only induce business, but 
better satisfy the patron. The insurance feature 
should not be neglected in building the amuse 
ment devices or shows close altogether, they 
should at least be separated sufficiently to be 
classified as ‘‘detached’’ under the insurance 
rules. The insurance feature of a park is bad 
enough without unnecessarily increasing the risk. 
insurance rates, in most cases, being almost pro 
hibitive, even under the best of conditions possi 
ble in a park. 

The amusement features of a park may be 
classed under several headings, riding device. 
theatre, so-called paid sbows, free shows and 
free amusements. Park amusements, one might 
say, are in rather a chaotic condition. There 
have been numerous attempts to invent or pro 
duce “‘something new’’ as drawing features. Iu 
the matter of devices, amusement managers 
throughout the country have been hunting for 
several years for ‘‘something new."’ There have 
been numerous devices patented as new, but most 
of them that have been tried have proven un 
profitable or impracticable, many of the ideas 
bave never found a development in actual con 
struction. The devices have proven unprofitable 
because they were something the public did not 
care to go against, or else they were so ¢, 
pensive and cumbersome that the earning capacity 
was not large enough to adequately remunerate 
the investor. The profitable device has proven 
rather the exception than the rule in these at 
tempted new ideas. 

We do not care to specifically name these 
various devices, though we could actually cite 
the park men to quite a number. The rea! 
profitable devices remain, the merry-go-round, 
scenic railway and the coaster (under which 
ever name they may be operated) if they are 
built in a proper manner. The shoot-the-chute- 
usually mabages to pay for itself, but as a 
financial investment is not considered profitable 
though it adds to the appearance of the park 
and furnishes considerable entertainment or 
amusement to the lookers-on. There can be 
nothing said at the present time in connection 
with these successful devices, except that the 
older builders have developed them to a ~oint 
where they are a real pleasure to patronize, 
and are as safe to ride as any public convey 
ance. 

, The up-to-date park must be equipped with 
one or more of these devices in order to be 
called a real amusement park. as without them 
the park can only be classed as picnic grounds 

Te park man in order to produce something 
attractive as a drawing feature, has in the years 
past resorted to the employment of so-called 
““free’’ attractions, which consisted of bands. 
circus or vaudeville acts. In most instances. 
the bands have been found too expensive, anid 
where there is more than one park in a mod 
erate-sized city, a band as a drawing feature is 
not profitable in more than one park, as the 
whole public does not care to sit through a band 
concert.

HREE summer parks of the kind the 
United States have made famous are

“summer park.’’ It was an unknown 
quantity to 999 ont of 1,000: the one-thousandth 
m had been to Coney Island, New York. 
Phe other 999 has had more or less experience 
with what they call ‘“‘Les Montagnes Suisse.”’ 
or ‘‘Les Montagnes Russe’ (Swiss mountains, 
or Russian mountains, as the case might be), a 
species of old-fashioned roller-coaster. They 
bad also seen different kinds of carousels at 
gtreet fairs. But of a collection of real attrac- 
tions, grouped about on one lot, and fenced in, 
they knew little or nothing. 

Now it is a different story. The Parisian or 
the provincial, providing he has been to Paris 
te the last two years during the warmer 
months, knows something about what the sum- 
mer park means. He doesn’t know it all, but he 
knows something, and bids fair to know more, 
for we can now boast of three. And though 
We may not have the most numerous parks of 
any city in the world, what there are here are 
all right. Nor are the Paris parks the biggest; 
bot they make up in quality for all they may 
lack in size. They are all well made. and for 
attractiveness compare favorably with any I’ve 
seen anywhere.

At the end of the ride 
he gets off the car, takes his place at the end 
of the line, and rides again, If he wishes. After 
each ride he must again wait his turn, else pay 
for the privilege of staving where he is. This 
scheme has been working for two years at 
Brown's Manchester (England) resort, and is a 
huge success. This works well, of course. only 
when the gate and the amusements are owned 
by the same person or persons.

Klaw and Erlanger First Theatrical Firm to Bring Legal 
Action Against Moving Picture Exhibitor for 
Violation of Copyright Law 


With what assiduity the firm of Klaw and 
Erlanger is protecting its copyrighted produc 
tions, was forcibly demonstrated on May 5, when 
they, through their general agent, Edward 8. 
Cooke and another representative, Davis Towle, 
caused the arrest of Chas. E. White, at St. 
Marys, Ohio, for showing in motion pictures 
rhe copyrighted Ben Hur. 

Mr. White was operating under the title of Ly- 
ceum-Bio-Scenograph, playing in small cities, and 
offering motion pictures exclusively. Mr. White 
ased a one-sheet poster announcing that the spec- 
tacular production of Ben Hur was being shown 
in motion pictures. This announcement came 
to the notice of Mr. Cooke last month, who im 
mediately warned White that he was violating 
a copyright law. Mr. White, however, con- 
tinued showing the picture, and again on May 2, 
Mr. Cooke learned that Ben Hur would be shown 
at the Fairyland Theatre, St. Marys, Ohio, on 
Wednesday, May 3. He sent for Mr, Towle, 
another Klaw and Erlanger representative, who 
was a spectator in the Fairyland Theatre, on the 
evening of May 3, when Ben Hur picture was 
projected. Mr. Cooke and the law firm of Ernst, 
Cassatt and Cottle, of Cincinnati, then applied 
for the arrest of White by the United States 
authorities. He was arrested and taken to 
Toledo, where he pleaded guilty before Judge 
Killits. of the United States Court, and wae 
sentenced to sixty days imprisonment in jail. 
The jail sentence was suspended until further 
order of the court, and White turned over the 
film and advertising matter complained of to 
the representative of Klaw and Erlanger.

Illinois Child 
Actor Bill O K’d 


Springfield, Ill., May 3 (Special to The Eill- 
board).—The amendment to the child labor law.

Before any child, however is permitted to 
appear, the state factory inspector must be 
given at least forty-eight hours’ notice.

In 1861 I was with Spalding & Rogers’ Float- 
ing palace. We were showing in New Orleans 
when the War was declared between the North 
and South. The Confederate government stopped 
our show and seized the palace and ordered 
all Northern people to leave the South. They 
took the palace over to Algiers and put the yei 
low flag on it and made a hospital boat out of 
it. We all got together and organized a com 
pany, chartered a small steamboat and fought 
and showed our way up the river. In order to 
get out of the country we were compelled to 
show under two flags. 

The show war ran on the Commonwealth plan. 
It was called Dan Castello’s Great Show, Geo. 
W. De Haven, manager. While showing along 
the river from New Orleans to Cincinnati the 
towns on one side of the river were for the 
Union, but on the other side of the river they 
were all for Jeff. Davis and the Southern Con- 
federacy. When we showed the Union side, 
would go the Stars and Stripes and the ban 
would play Yankee Doodle and when we showed 
the other side up went the Confederate flag 
and the band played Dixie. 

I shall never forget the day when we showed 
Shawnee town. The people were very much 
excited over the report that Gen. John Morgan 
and his band of Guerrillas were about to capture 
the town. But we did everything in our 
gt to quiet them with the circus. Our show 
ot was on the banks of the river and while 
th were laying out the canvas, Dan Castello 
and I stood talking, a minie rifle ball whizzed 
by us and cut a hole in the ground. I looked 
at Dan and Dan looked at me. I said: “Dan, 
we'd better move,’’ and we moved. We showed 
at night to a big crowd. The biggest part of 
the audience were soldiers. All went well until 
1 talked of giving a concert. The manager 
wouldn’t listen to it. He said we would all 
be captured and lose the whole outfit. But I 
convinced him I could give the concert and dis- 
miss the audience quick and that there would be 
no trouble. I didn’t want to miss the concert, 
because that was my end of it. 

I made the announcement and assured the 
audience that there was no danger and that we 
had pickets out who would notify us if there 
was any danger. So they all stayed to hear 
the concert. The ticket sellers got on the 
seats and sold the tickets at twenty-five cents 
a piece like hot cakes. I put up a job on our 
German band; we opened our concert with a 
first part and everybody had to Wlack up. The 
band did not like it very much. Our leader 
was a very eccentric German, Prof. Wagner, 
from St. Paul, Minn. He was very anxious 
to know whether he had to black up. That 
nigh* he was afraid the Guerrillas were coming. 

I told him that was all talk, but to go 
the dressing room and tell them all to black up. 
But it happened I didn’t black up that night, 
so I went to the dressing room to start the 
, concert. When Prof. Wagner saw me 
wanted to know why I was not blacked up. 

“‘Why,"’ I said, ‘‘what do you take me for—a 
fool! if Morgan's Guerrillas came here t t 
they have sworn to kill all niggers.’’ 
Dutchman got so scared that his knees shook. 
He said, ‘Mine Gott; I wish I was in St Paul; 
if I only get a bell a week to play it’s better 
than traveling mit a circus... We gave the 
first part and I dismissed the audience by the 
order of General Smith. The side wall dropped 
and the audience flew and the band was panic- 
stricken and ran for the boat which was only 
a short distance below the lot. But they had to 
crawl down a steep bluff to get to the boat. I 
shouted the Guerrillas are coming. Prof. 
Wagner fell down the bluff and struck his lip 
on his knee and when he got to the boat he was 
all broke up. His lip was so swollen he couldn't 
play the cornet for three days, and during all 
his troubles be kept saying: “I wish I vas in 
St. Paul.’” We gave the concert after that but 
the band never blacked up again.

WAR IN THE AIR. 


Berlin, Ger., April 30 (Special to The Bill- 
board)—Details of the new aerial torpedo, on 
which the Krupp firm has taken out American 
patents, show that the weapon is primarily de- 
signed for carrying on the long-discussed ‘‘war 
in the air,’ its principal feature being the ab- 
sence of recoil, which has been the chief ob- 
stacle to the Installation of regular guns or 
artillery on a delicately balanced aeroplane or 
balloon, 

The new weapon is self-propelling and can be 
fired from a dirigible or aeroplane against a 
hostile balloon without disturbing the stavility 
of the machine from which it is projected. 

Experiments with the torpedo have been car- 
ried on since November, 1909. Ranges of 
5,000 yards, with a torpedo carrying a_ six- 
pound load of explosives, were attained in the 
early stages of the experiments. 

The torpedo. which acts on the principle of 
the ordinary skyrocket, is composed of two por- 
tions, the explosive head and a rear chamber 
containing a slow-burning powder charge, the 
gases from which issue through tubes at the 
rear and drive the projectile through the air. 

A launching device, operated by a light pow- 
der charge, or on dirigibles by electricity, gives 


the torpedo its original start and direction, the | 


burning powder charee then maintaining the 
fight at a constantly increasing speed. 

The gas tubes are set at an angle, giving the 
torpedo a spin like that of a rifle bullet, to 
steady its flight ‘ 


WARD WINS TROPHY. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 30.—Failing in their 
attempts to reach the altitude of 4,700 feet 
gained by James J. Ward in the aviation meet 
here Friday, Aviators J. D. McCurdy and Lin- 
coln Beachy this afternoon relinquished to the 
youngster the silver cup offered for the highest 
altitude made during the meet. 

“The boy aviator’s’’ feat of flying through a 
cloud on his successful flight Friday was the 
feature of the entire meet. 

In bis sixty-horse power Curtis biplane Beachr 
raced this afternoon five and a half*miles with 
an automobile, winning by a quarter of a mile. 
The aeroplane made the distance on the oval 
course in 5 minutes and 47 seconds. 

Beachy also made a trip over the city, flying 
at an altitude of 4.000 feet and circling the 
state capitol on the trip. 

McCurdy made a splendid altitude trial, which 
almost equaled Ward's distance of last Fri- 
day. 

Ward also made several flights to-day, one 
of them being out to Radner College, where he 
descended for the benefit of the girls. Beachy 
and McCurdy left tonight for Washington and 
Ward for Wichita, Kan.

SOPWITH WILL FLY HERE. 
Philadelphia. 


May 1 (Special to The RBill- 
board).—Thomas Sopwith, the young English 
aviator, who surprised the aviation world by 
his victory in the cross-the-channel flight from 
England to Belgium, for which he was awarded 
the $20,000 De Forest prize, has announced his 
determination to enter the principal flying con 
tests to be held in America this year. 
Sopwith is in the United States, and will 
make his initial flights in America at Point 
Breeze track, on May 10, 11, 12 and 13. 
Although Sopwith is only 22 years old. he has 
startled the world by his wonderful successes 
in aerial contests. In the contest for the De 
Forest prize, he defeated such experts as Gra- 
hame-White, Grace and the pick of English av- 
fators, by covering 176 miles in his flight across 
the English Channel. Sopwith also won second 
place in the contest for the Michelin trophy, 
won by Tabuteau, the French aviator.

LEBAUDY DIRIGIBLE WRECKED. 


London, May 4.—The government has had the 
worst of luck with its dirigible airships. The 
Lebaudy dirigible, which was damaged at Alder- 
shot after a sunecessful flight from Paris last 
summer, was totally wrecked at Farnborough on 
its first trial trip today. A great naval, air- 
ship, the construction of which has been’ sur- 
rounded with secrecy, designed to take a spec- 
tacnlar part in the coronation naval review, was 
#0 badly damaged at Barrow, vesterday, that it 
eannot be taken out for months. The Lebaudy 
Was 337 feet Tong, and the naval airship 510 
feet The Clement-Bayard, 300 feet, which 
also sailed to England from France. is the only 
dirigible belonging to the government which re 
mains intact. 


CAN USE AIRSHIPS IN WAR. 


New York, May 5 (Special to The Billboard). 
—At the session of the congress of International 
law, held at Madrid, Spain, May 4. resolutions 
were adopted affirming the right of nations to 
use aerial craft in war, provided that such use

RENE SIMON, DARE-DEVIL. 


St. Joseph, Mo., May 6 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Rene Simon, star of the Moisant Inter- 
national Aviators, now touring this country, is 
winning for himself a record that has probably 
never been equaled by an airman on this side 
of the water. 

Flying an average of five days a week, at 
least two and very often three or four flights a 
day since the Moisant aviators started on their 
teur following the Belmont Park meet in Octo- 
ber, Simon now flies his aeroplane with the same 
nonchalant spirit of dare-deviltry that charac- 
terizes the automobile ‘‘scorcher.’’ 

Long before coming to the United States the 
little airman had won for himself the title 
of ‘‘Fool Flyer’ on account of his recklessness 
in midair. Once off the ground and high above 
the tree tops and buildings, Simon seems to 
forget that the slightest error or miscalculation, 
to say nothing of treacherous wind currents, 
might mean another heap of torn canvas, shat- 
tered wood and twisted metal and probably an- 
other martyr to aviation. He throws all precau 
tion, or that is precaution as the layman under- 
stands the word, to the winds and spirals, cuts 
makes right turns, and rolling 
and tilting his machine like a drunken sailor, 
he caps his performance by driving straight at 
the ground as if he intended to end his earthly 
career. Just when the spectators expect to see 
a smash-up. Simon rights his monoplane and 
skims lightly along the surface of the earth, 
rising into the higher altitudes just in time 
to clear some menacing obstruction, 

At Newton, Kan., Simon set the crowd wild 
by flying so close over their heads that they

Paris, France, April 24.—Am playing this 
month (April) for a thirty days’ engagement 
at the Olympia Theatre, Paris, the most de- 
lightful engagement I ever had. This is some 
town, believe me. More beautiful women and 
stylish clothes than I ever saw before. Cham- 


pagne is only four cents a drink (American 
money). I am on the champagne cart indefi- 
nitely. 


The Vivians, with their marvelous sharpshoot- 
ing act, played here last month and registered 
a big hit. They are at the Winter Garten, Ber- 
lin, Germany, at present. 

There are two other American acts on the 
bill with me here this month. The Phillips 
Sisters, two beautiful young Yankee ladies, who 
sure are making these people sit up and take 
notice with their clever singing and dancing 
turn. They belong in The Billboard’s home, 
Cincinnati Bert French and Alice Ecis, a 
young lady and gentleman, are a big sensation 
with their Vampire Dance. They hail from Bos- 
ton. 

Harry De Coe, the fellow with the tables and 
chairs, is some noise here at the Alhambra this 
mente. as is also the Jackson Family of cy- 
clists. 

I see The Billboard on sale here on the news- 
stands, even more than in London. The climate 
here this time of the year is beautiful. 

Jack Joyce is at present in Sweden. There 
are several acts over here billing themselves 
American acts, that can not even say yes or no 
in English. That U. S. must be some country. 

Received a letter from J. Caldwell Murphy, 
impersonator with the Wheeler and Downie 
Shows. Glad to hear ‘‘she’’ is doing so well. 
Also to know the 101 had such a nice opening 
in Boston. Looks like the 101 and the Bill 
Show were racing around these eastern cities 
retty much together. They'll soon be ac- 
quainted 

All the men here wear a great bunch of 
whiskers on their chin. I think they copped it 
from Rill Caress and Dan Dix. 

Would strongly advise all American acts com- 
ing over to this side to be booked direct from 
America and receive your contracts before sail- 
ing. Then be sure to read them over carefully. 
f£ not versed In the ways over here, go to some 
oue who is and find ont. Do not believe all re- 
ports you hear, as many are misleading. It is 
not cheaper to live on this side than in Amer- 
iea, alth zh many foreigners will tell you so, 
and even some Amerieans who have been over 
here. Some things om dearer In England and 
some cheaper, but, taken as a whole, it is 
practically the same. In England, the railroad 
jumps are shorter than in the States, but not so 
in al) cases on the continent. In France you 
are allowed sixty pounds of baggage free for 
each ticket, and everything over that is excess, 
at the rate of two cents a pound, American 
money. In Germany you have to pay for every 
pound of baggage you carry. So you see there 
is some difference from in the U. S. In Paris 
beer, wine, champagne, etc., is very cheap, but 
hotels, rooms and meals are not, that is, in 
comparison with the above-mentioned beverages. 
Also you can not see a Manager or an agent 
over here unless you first write him a letter, 
and if he wishes io see you, he will either send 
for you or else write you a letter making an 
appointment with you. 

Some acts that are big successes in the States 
are not so over here; others are even greatr 
drawing cards than at home. One does not 
want to get the idea that just because they are 
an American act they will be successful. En- 
lish audiences have their own idea of what 
they want, and as they are the ones who are 
paying for it it is only right that they should, 
The fact that an American act coming over 
here and not being a success does not make it 
a bad act. It only shows that it is not after 
the English style; they do not understand it. 
So, therefore, give them what they like. Many 
acts have come over and gone back disgusted, 
when a little changing and conforming to the 
old maxim, ‘‘When in Rome do as the Romans 
do,"" would have made ail the difference in the 
world. 

The parks and summer resorts here in Paris, 
such as Luna Park, Magic City and the Jardin 
d'Acclimatation, are just opening. In my next 
latter I will tell you something of them. 

In conclusion, wou.u say, The Billboard ts 
read by all circus managers, ete., over here, 
and is noted for its truthfulness regarding out- 
door amusements in America.

THE CIRCUS IN GERMANY. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., May 1, 1911. 
Billboard Publishing Co.: 

Gentlemen:—Your article, headed, The Circus 
in Germany, written by Edmund Peluso, in your 
Circus Number, contains several mistakes, which 
which I take the liberty to correct, and also 
add a few additional notes, which might be of 


| Interest to some of your readers. 


Mr. Peluso states, after mentioning Blumen- 
feld’s Circus, that Schumann opened a circus 
in Berlin, right after the Franco-Prussian War. 
This is incorrect, for long before Schuman ever 
hit Berlin with his show, and long before the 
Franco-Prussian War, Renz’s Circus was an 
old established concern in Berlin. located in a 
permanent building erected for this purpose, on 
Friedrich street, and was catering to the elite 
of Berlin, and often visited by old Emperor 
William, the grandfather of the present Em- 
peror William, who also decorated Director 
Renz with the title, Commerzian-Rath,"’ which 
ig almost equal to Baron. 

When the Franco-Prussian War broke out, his 
show got sadly crippled, as most of his best 
horses were taken possesion of by the govern 
ment, to be used in the army, and not only that, 
but also the biggest part of the male per- 
formers were compelled to leave the show and go 
in the army. 

Mr. R. H. Dockrill, a well known equestrian 
director, who has been the Barnum and Bailey, 

y. L. Main and other circuses in this country, 
and is the father of Rose Dockrill, the rider. 
was one of the performers with Renz’s Circus 
in Berlin ac that time, but not being ‘‘German,”’ 
was not compelled to enter the army. 

Later in the seventies, Renz moved his circus 
Into the reconstructed fron structure Market 
suilding, which had been discontinued to be 
used as a market, and was well adapted for a 
circus, and was located on Carl street, and ts 
still used at the present time by Schuman’s 
Circus. Here also appeared the famous leapers, 
Dutton and Donavan. The same old man. Dut- 
ton, who was for quite a number of years 
with John Robinson's Circus, and died not long 
age in Cincinnati, being the victim of assauit 
by footpade. 

Well I remember the hapr’ days when I was 
a kid and my folks took me to the circus to 
see Dutton do his leaps over the horses and a 
column of soldiers, with fixed bayonets, firing 
their guns at the command of Dutton while 
passing over them in the air. And when later 
on, a performer myself, worked together with 
old Dutton, with Robinson's Circus, he would be 
proud to point me ont to others as one of the 
audience who seen him do his leaps in Renz’s 
Circus in Berlin. 

In those times, in the seventies and before, 
clowns aiso were employed by the score, and 
it was here with Renz’s Circus where the first 
and original August, on the order of Marceline, 
was introduced by Tom Belling. 

Now there is not a circus in Europe, and per- 
haps here, where an August can not be found. 

It also is a mistake of Mr. Peluzo stating that 

Robert MecCair, Mazeppa, Carnival 
in 1890. Way back in the seventies, as far as 
I can remember, big pantomimes, among them 
Cinderella, Robert McCair, Mazeppa. Cornival 
on Ice, and many others, were produced with 
Renz’s Circus in Berlin, and yours truly was 
one of the bunch who got here his first start 
in the show business by being one of the kids 
in the pantomimes. But these pantomimes, of 
course, could not be produced in a cirens ring 
with such magnitude as they are in the New 
York Hippodrome stage, although just as many 
people and more horses and other animals were 
used, and are used there at the present time 
with Busch’s and Schuman’s Circuaes.

ployed the circus or vaudeville acts. These fea- 
tures usually consist of one or two acts, which 
are given to the patrons during that time when 
the park has its largest attendance for the day, 
and are given in from fifteen to thirty minutes, 
thus permitting the patrons to enjoy the other 
features of the park. The cost of these free 
attractions bas been frequently considered rather 
in excess of the returns they brought, and it is 
an Open question in a great many places whether 
the free attraction pays. 

In order to be able to give free attractions 
the park man has felt as though he should re- 


ceive an admission price at the gate. This ad- 
mission price is frequently objected to by the 
public, and usually objected to by the company 
owning the railway line running to the park. 
After carefully looking over the field during the 
past several years, we can not see why the 
park should not receive an admission price at 
the gate, when it is donating to the public an 
expensive free amusement. Paid attractions 


im a park, outside of riding devices, add to the 
theme for the advertising manager, and thus 
are of some benefit to the park. As a whole, 
however, the paid attraction barely suprorts it 
self. We are, of course, referring to the average 
park. There are a few parks where paid attrac- 
tions earn considerable money. 

In the wooded park, where the patrons ex- 
pect to enjoy the fresh air and the rest from 
the city, the average patron does not care to be 


housed in a hot building twenty to thirty min- 
utes for the purpose of seeing something that 
certainly is not new. The amusement park has 


bad a run now of about fifteen years, and the 
public has seen nearly everything that has been 
exhibited or invented during this period. They 
never tire of the outdoor recreation as they do 
of these paid attractions: if they did there would 
be little left that the park man could hope for, 
and for this reason parks should have ample 
space and equipment set aside for the picnicer 
and in these places a few small devices for the 
children’s amusement, a liberal free su-ply of 
fresh water and tables and benches upon which 
the picnicer may enjoy his home-made spread. 
THE COASTER AS AN INVESTMENT. 

By the above is meant any such class of rides 
known as the figure eight, forest coagter, 
scenic railway, mountain railway, racer dips, ete. 
All rides which are not scenic railways or mount- 
ain railways are called the coaster or coaster 
dip. 

The coaster dip is usually ; 5 
grouad area than the scenic railway. For in- 
etance. a good-sized figure eight can be built 
on a 100-ft. by 300-ft. space, and a racer dip 
on a space of about 125 feet by 300 feet. A 
racer dip is nothing more or less than a double 
coaster in which two sets of machinery are em- 

loyed and two sets of cars. The coaster car 
8 usually built to carry four passengers, some 
are built to carry six passengers. They can also 
be operated in tandem; that is, two cars coupled 
together. 

The ordinary coaster or scenic railway, where 
opposition is not too marked, on its first Intro- 
duction in an amusement park, will

decrease from year 
amount to about twenty-five per cent of the total 
attendance. 

A gool coaster usually costs from $10,000 up- 
wards, and a racer dip or double coaster, costs 
mearly twice that amount. A single coaster, 
with the tandem cars in operation, has a capac- 
ity for handling upwards of 
hour at 5c per person, which would produce an 
hourly revenue of $60.00. In the ordinary 
amusement park, the maximum business is 
usually conducted in three hours at night. Of 
course the coaster is in operation during the 
afternoon and might be able to count another 
bour for business done during the balance of 
the day in a well-patronized park, which would 
be four hours per day at $60.00 per hour or $240 
per day. Of course. on large days, this can be 
easily doubled and even trebled. I have known 
it even to be quadrupled, but one can not count 
these days as there are enough bad days to 
; $240.00 per day for the usual park season, 
about 120 days, makes a season's earnings about 
$28,000 or $29,000... This would probably be 
for the opening season, or a season in which the 
device was installed, and for a park in a vicinity 


This number, as a rule, will 


of a city upwards of 250,000 population. It 
has been known, however, in cities of 50,000 
to 100,000 population, that a coaster of this 


character has earned more than one-half of the 
‘above amount during a season. 

A double coaster, or such as is known as a 
racer dip, would not earn twice the amount of

a single coaster, but probably 30 to 50 per cent 
in excess of the single coaster, which would be 
from $35,000 to $40,000 per season. This calcu- 
tation, of course, is based on the operation dur- 
ing the season in which the device is installed, 
and on the estimate of having carried 50 per 
cent of the attendance at the park, which is 
usually reduced about 10 per cent from year to 
year, and about the third year the number is 
reduced about 20 per cent of the total attendance 
at the park, afterward remaining about station- 
ary. 

Concerning scenic railways, the earning 
pacity in proportion to the investment is about 
equal. The ordinary scenic railway coste about 
$25.000 to $30.00, carrying from 24 to 30 pas- 
sengers to a train, and, under the maximum 
operating conditions, there are four trains oper- 
ated in three minutes, or eighty trains per hour, 
which, with 24 passengers to a train, would make 
a carrying capacity of 1,900 or 2,000 per hour. 
The fare on the scenic railway is usually 10c 
per person, thus it would have a maximum 
earning capacity of $180 to $200 per hour, four 
bours per day at $180 per hour would be $720, 
and 120 days in a season would make an earn- 
ing of $86,400. We are frank to admit, how- 
ever, that the average scenic railway does not 
take in in excess of one-third of that amount, 
unless located in a very goed locality, under 
which circumstances scenic railways have been 
known to take in more than the amount men 
tioned in one season. 

We neglected to state above that coasters in 
some locations are able to charge 10c per ride 
per person, which would materially increase the 
receipts, though such localities where 10¢c may 
be charged are quite few. 

Coasters and scenic railways are usually built 
entirely of wood. It is advisable for the owner 


ca- 


| to build of the best material, and where possible, 


| 


foundations should be built of concrete or stone. 
The wood should be long leaf yellow pine, sur- 
faced on all sides and painted. The dimension 
members should all be bolted together instead 
of being nailed 


We might add further that a coaster costing 
from $8,000 to $10,000 has been found to pay in 


a number of instances where the surrounding 
population did not exceed 15,000 pecple. The 
year’s receipts, however, did not amount to 


more than from twenty to forty per cent of the 
maximum receipts mentioned above, though the 
investment was considered good, as the lease 
would run for ten years. Of course, it must be 
remembered that the parks usually demand from 
15 to 40 per cent of the gross receipts for their 
proportion of the earnings as rental, the differ- 
ence in percentage varying with the local con- 
ditions, and a possibility of large or emall earn- 
ings.

the famous DeRosa, Bessi and DeArienzo.

seasons passed the large transient musical 
bands such as Creatore, Sousa, Innes and oth- 


ers of international reputation have given daily 
concerts, but this policy has been abandoned, 
and this season the Cincinnati Symphony Or- 
chestra will be permanently installed. The first 
concert of the season will be given the last 
Sunday in May. 

Cincinnati has two or three bathing beaches 
which last season registered variable successes, 
but this form of amusement is not as prosperous 
in this city as in other localities, probably 
due to the fact that the beaches are not par- 
ticularly inviting.
